(a) transmitting first data bursts from the base station to the mobile stations, the first data 
burst bursts containing at least two data blocks each intended for a different one of the mobile 
stations, including transmitting identification information for the piconetwork only at a start of a 
transmission of the first data bursts; 

(b) providing a guard time interval; 

(c) transmitting second data bursts from one of the mobile stations to the base station, each 
of the second data bursts containing a data block intended for the base station, each of the mobile 
stations transmitting identification information for the piconetwork at a start of a transmission of 
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the second data bursts; and 

(d) transmitting the first data bursts and groups of second data bursts alternately.
